This personal announcement that the 
Wright brothers hope to try for the $30,- 
000 prize made it certain that there will 
be some vigorous competition between 
rival aeroplanists for the honor of mak- 
ing the first trip between the two cit- 
es. Whether the conditions mentioned 

twill be those gov- 
ning the contest “cannot yet be told. 

A committee named by the World and 
the Post-Dispatch will ‘meet the Contest 
Committee of the Aero Club of America 
in a few days, and conditions will be de- 
-dided. upon then which will govern the

In addition to the Wright brothers, 
three other aviators announced that they 
would make a bid for the prize. Chief 
among them, of course, is Glenn H. 
Curtiss, to whom the World and the 
Post-Dispatch paid $10,000 Sunday after- 
noon for his Albany to New York flight. 
Mr. Curtiss declined to say positively 
that he would operate a machine or at- 
tempt to make the long flight, but he 
said that a Curtiss machine would sure- 
try for the prize as soon as time 
enough has elapsed ‘for the necessary 
preliminaries to be gone through. 


Hamilton Plans to Fly via Chicago 
- and Thus Compete for Both Prizes 


Charles K. Hamilton, a daring young 
aviator, wlio uses%a Curtiss machine at 


present, is determined to try the air 


lanes between New York and St. Louis. 
Hamilton's’ idea is that he can kill two 
birds with one stone and win both the 
World-Post-Dispatch and the New York 
Times prizes at once, $55,000 in all, by 
starting from St. Louis, frying to Chi- 
‘cago and then coming on to New York. 

Could such a flight be made without 
violating any of the conditions which 
will be attached to both prizes, it would 
determine finally the possibility of aero- 
plane travel. 

Thomas S. Baldwin, who has experi- 
mented for years. with both dirigible 
balloons and aeroplanes, hopes and ex- 
pects to make a brave effort to win the 
World-Post-Dispatch prize. 

It became evident Thursday that the 
entire country had caught the aviation 





fever. From all parts there came tele- 
grams announcing that various cities 
were seriously considering the advisa- 
hility of offering large prizes for suc- 
cessful intercity flights. 

From Washington there came a state- 
ment by Brigadier-General Allen, chief 
of the Signal Corps of the United States 
Army, concerning the New /York-St. 
Louis prize. Gen. Allen said: 

“Great! Fine! Just the thing need- 
ed, and the people cannot thank The 
World and the Post-Dispatch too much 
for the interest they have shown in 
aeronautics. 

“It’s a pity,” added Gen. Allen, “‘that 
the success of aviation in the United 
States should depend upon the generos- 
ity of individuals and corporations. But 
now that the precedent has been estab- 
lished by the World and the Post-Dis- 
patch, other newspapers will doubtless 
follow and offer other prizes. 


Curtiss’ Flight Shows That Travel 
_ *Through the Air Is Practicable 


“Glenn Curtiss’ flight demonstrated 
that travel between cities by way of 
aeroplane is practicable and I pre- 
dict it will be a common thing in a 
few years. Individuals who make the 
experimenting worth while and arouse 
Anterest in aviation by offering such 
‘generous inducements as the World and 
the Post-Dispatch will reap the reward 
later. I feel confident that the World 
and the Post-Dispatch wil! find them- 
selves due to pay over this $80,000 to 
some American aviator before long.”’

Railroad Route the Best: 

Considerable discussion has been 
aroused in aero circles throughout 
the country. over the best route that 
could be selected for a flig it. from 
New | York to St. Louis, or to Chi- 
cago. Thé first, in the mind of both 
Glenn .Curtiss and Augustus Post, 
formerly wecretary of the New York 
Aero Club, Was that the ideal route 
would be to follow some four-track 


railroad. Such a route, they thought, 


would have several advantages. 

A glance at the railroad maps, how- 
ever, soon showed that the most direct 
route to St. Louis, along the Baltimore 
& Ohio road, would present a most 
serious difficulty, as the Alleghany 
Mountain range must be crossed at its 
most undesirable spot—between Cumber- 
land and Washington. The only good 
way to avoid-this would be to follow 
the New York Central's tracks to Bur- 
falo via Albany, .and then fly on past 
Erie and Cleveland. Curtiss pondered 
over this plan for a while, then shook 
his head. 

After spending some time studying a 
government map showing the contour of 
the country between New York and &t. 
Louls, Curtiss laid out a proposed route 
which will bring the actual distance 
between the cities up to 975 n jes, and 
the country traversed te be no time at 
an altitude of more than 1200 feet above 
the sea level. 

Starting at New York, the pro- 
posed route would run through Mid- 
dleton, about 300 feet above sea level, 
to Binghamton; 1000 feet elevation 
and 150 miles from New York. The

CONFESSES IN FULL 
ABOUT “JACK POT" 


Tells Springfield Prosecutor 
All He Knows of the Leg- 
islative Bribery. 








MORE TO BE INDICTED 





Men Named in Statement 
Who Have Not Before 
Been Mentioned. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the 

Post-Dispatch, 
- SPRINGFIELD, TIit.. June 2.—A 
complete confession of all that he 
knows about the “Jack Pot” bribery 
in the Legislature was made today 
by Representative J. H. C. Beck- 
meyer of Carlisle’to State’s Attorney 
Burke. It shows that large sums 
were contributed to the “Jack Pot’ 
by corporations for legislative favors 
and involves members whose names 
have not heretofore figured in the 
inestigation. 

State’s Attorney Burke says that 
information given him by Beckmeyer 
will enable him to bring men higher 
up to account. 

Beckemeyer was in Burke's office 
two hours. His statement was type- 
written when it was completed. He 
was excused, to come back and testi- 
fy before the grand jury. 

Beckemeyer’s statement refers only to 
the ‘Jack Pot.’’ 

“T did not question him about any- 
thing else. I do not intend to question 
him about the Lorimer matter. That 
has been ‘gone tnto at Chicago. But 1 
will question him later about other mat- 
ters. He has made a remarkably de- 
tailed statement of ‘Jack Pot' bribery. 
It shows.that the corruption of legisla- 
tors through this method was very ex- 
tensive, but I am unable to approximate 
totals. His revelations extend from 
Springfield to Chicago and St. Louis. 

Foundation for Indictments, 

“‘He lays an admirable foundation for 
indictments for conspiracy to bribe in 
this jurisdiction. It is quite possible that 
indictments will be obtained against leg- 
islators who did nothing but vote for 
certajn, bills, without getting the money 
they expected for their votes. 

“In the nature of things, Beckemeyer, 
being a tail-ender, does not know much 
about the sources from which the money 
was obtained nor about the negotiations 
concerning specific bills. His part and 
that of the other tail-enders was to stay 
with the. ‘boys,’ but he has put us on 
the track of greater revelations and the 
information he has given will be invalu- 
able in the examination of other wit- 
nesses. 

Will Issue Subpenas. 

“As a result of his.disclosures, sub- 
penas will be issued for other legisla- 
tors. It may be that the work on hand 
will be cleaned up and the new evidence 
worked up before the grand jury is 
again convened.”’ 

Burke regarded Beckemeyer's in- 
formation as most satisfactory in ref- 
erence to his own coterie. Becke- 
meyer did not insist upon an order 
of immunity before the grand jury. He 
said he was willing to leave himself 
in Burke's hands. 

Representative McMacklin, who

After the 
opening statements, the State con- 
sumed eight days in introducing its 

_ evidence, The most important con- 
tentions of the prosecution follow: 

sat Mrs. Doxey married Erder 
bigamously. 

That after the marriage, she visited 
her legal husband, Dr. L. B. Doxey, 
in Columbus, Neb. 

That, following her visit, Dr. Doxey 
purchased cacodylate of sodium, a 
rare and deadly arsenical compound. 

That he and Mrs. Doxey were in 
daily correspondence, and that he 
would permit no one else to handle 
her mall. 

That the Doxeys were in such fi- 
nancial straits that they begged for 
a loan of $20. 

That Mrs. Doxey promised to pay 
debts, before Erder’s death, with life 
insurance she expected to get, and 
said the man insured in her favor 
could not live more than two or three 


weeks. 
That she collected $2700 insurance

That the post-mortem on Erder 
was not properly performed, and 
that the failure to find a natural 
cause for his death was inconclusive. 

That the finding of one-third of a 
grain of arsenic in the body is not 
proof that Erder died of arsenic 
poisoning. 

That Mrs. Doxey was irresponsible 
from the use of morphine when she 
entered into a common law marriage 
with Erder. 

That her conflicting statements 
about Dr. Doxey were due to the use 
of morphine. 

That Mrs. Doxey did not give him 
any arsenic or know how the drug 
came to be in his body.

She complained of a pain in 
her hip, due to an accident two years 
before, and said her heart hurt her. 
She told him she had been taking 
drugs to make her sleep, and he con- 
cluded that she had been using mor- 
phine. 

Detective Finds Empty Bottles. 

Detective James Smythe told of find- 
ing seven medicine bottles in an ashpit 
back of the Erder home, and of taking 
them to the City Chemist's office for ex- 
amination. Assistant City Cnemist Al- 
bert K. Daudt said he examined these 
bottles and found no arsenic in them. 
Daudt was not cross-examined. 

Dr. C. D. Scott, Chief Dispensary Phy- 
sician, said he visited Mrs. Doxey in 
the Jail and concluded her condition was 
due to the use of morphine. He advised 
that the drug be administered to her in 
diminishing doses, until she recovered. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Scott said 
Mrs. Doxey’s mind was not affected, 
and that she answered his questions in- 
telligently.

He lived in plain quarters at 2100

As yet no one has 
filed a petition in court claiming the es- 
tate, but the letters of supposed heirs on 
file in Troll’s office would fill.a large 
waste basket. 

Mrs. Helen O’Rafferty of Baltimore, 
County Mayo, Ireland, writes: 

“T read in the Weekly Journal that 
Uncle Jerry died in St. Louis and that 
you've got $60,000 belonging to him. 
Please send the money to me by return 
mail, as I am his only living relative. 
He was a brother of my father, Tom 
Moynihan.” 

The writer had the foresight to enclose 
British postage stamps for the return. 

A*cording to Fred H. Barnes, 319 
Front street, Philadelphia, another 
claimant, his wife had a cousin who 
would be about Jerry Moynihan’'s age. 

“He came to this country from Lim- 
erick, Ireland, and my wife thinks he 
might be the same man,”’ writes Barnes. 

Cc. H. Ruffle, Winnsboro, Tex., writes: 

“In regard to Jeremiah Moynihan. 
This man was of German descent and 
was my mother’s half brother. Will you 
please do me the courtesy to reply and 
give me all the Information you can?

Expert Is Reported to Have Dis- 
covered a Cure for the 
Dread Disease.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 32.—Dr. Wal- 


ler C. Brinkerhoff, the Harvard medical 
graduate. who five years ago accepted 
a Government appointment to g» to the 


Molokai leper settlement in the Hawali- 
an Islands to make a_ bacteriological 
study of leprosy, with a view to dis- 
covering a remedy for the plague, is 
preparing to return to the United States 
at an early date, according to informa- 
tion brought to this city yesterday by 
his mother and son. 

Dr. Brinkerhoff, who resigned 14 
months ago, following the death of his 
wife, has accepted an assistant profes- 
sorship of pathology at Harvard. He 
will begin his duties in the fall after 
spending the summer in Germany. 
Dr. Brinkerhoff's appointment to the 
islands attracted world-wide interest at 
the time. His wife was Miss Nellie Man- 
dara White of Massachusetts, an heir- 
ess and a socia] favorite. Her engage 
ment to Dr. Brinkerhoff, following his 
appointment to the Leper colony creat- 
ed a sensation, as it was supposed she 
would devote her life to her husband's 
mission. Ths doctor, it is said, con- 
fined his work largely to the govern- 
mental laboratory in Honolulu. There 
he discovered what was reported to be 
a cure for the plague. j

USE OF SURGEON'S KNIFE 


Member of Hospital Board Ad- 
vocates Departure in Treat- 
ment of Mental Diseases.

A departure treatment of 
the insane in the city institutions has 
been determined upon by the Hospital 
Board, which adopted the opinion of 
one of its members, Dr. W. John 
Harris, that nearly one-fifth of ali 
cases of dementia may be cured by 
the surgeon's knife. 

“IT do not want to be understood as 
advocating brain surgery,” said Dr. 
Harris to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday, “I should operate upon the 
brain only in instances of tumors. 

“But many insanity cases, especial- 
lv of women, are caused by’some or- 
ganic affection, Some lesion of the 
physical tissues, which can be cured 
by surgery.” 

“In private practice I have cured 
many cases of insanity § through 
surgical operations. I think a psycho- 
pathic ward should be established ai 
the City Hospital, in which all the 
insane could have @ thorough physi- 
cal examination, to discover whether 
the cause of their lapse is physical 
and curable.”

The House of Delegates passed the fireworks 
measure drawn by the fireworks manufacturers. 
The bill is,-therefore, drawn in the interests of 
those cOmmercially engaged in the sale of fire- 
works. These interests are not paramount. Any 
regulation or inhibition of the use of fireworks 
is progress, but why should we heed the advice 
of dealers whose conduct is measured by the 
“dollar? 

The Taussig bill which prohfbits unnecessary 
noises is to the point. It takes account of the 
safety of the children and the interests of the 
people. It is in harmony with the ideas of the 
progressive cities which, forswearing commercial 
interests, have substituted for a riot of blood- 
shed and noise a safe and sane celebration which 
is more in keeping with the character of the 
day. 

Not only has the House of Delegates failed to 
appreciate the spirit of the movement for sanity 
but it has failed completely to grasp the idea 
that any prohibitive or regulating measure is 
only a first step. In New York Mayor Gaynor 
has appointed a committee to arrange for a sulit- 
able celebration. In Cleveland the city assumes 
the control of the affair. In Detroit neighbor- 
hoods are organized to provide diversions. 

If the Mayor will not assume the initiative in 
this respect in St. Louis, there ty nothing to 
prevent the people from organizing themselves 
into convenient associations, pooling their finan- 
ces, setting safety above noise and making the 
celebration something into which fingcrs and

The new modifications of an Australian law 
requiring trade descriptions of all articles both 





of import and export are set forth in Consular 


Reports of May 14. It went into effect April 1, 
and amounts’ to a virtual guarantee of every 


article offered for. sale. The Report says: 

An illustration taken from the circular makes 
clear the actual working of the law. If a leather 
boot, manufactured in the United States, has a 
leather outsole, cardboard filler, and composition 
insole, it- would require (1) to bear the trade 
description (e. g&., label sewn to side lining, or a 
brand on the sidés lining or on the sole, inside 
or outside) “Leather, cardboard filler, compo. in- 
sole, made in U. 8S. A.,” and (2) to have stamped 
or impressed on the outer surface of the sole, 
legibly, inde’ibly, and conspicuously, the words 
“Teather, compo. and cardboard sole,” or “Leather 
outsole, cariiboard filler, and compo. insole.”

SECRECY IN THE JURY ROOM. 

In charging a jury at Springfield, Mo., Judge 
Neville referred to the conduct of the Hyde jur- 
ors in talking about the verdict and said: 

‘A juror should never discuss. his reasons for 
rendering a verdict after the trial of the case. All 
he has to do is his duty as he sees it. Explana- 
tions only make matters worse. The conduct of 
the jurors in the Hyde case in telling the news- 
papers why they returned their verdict as they 
dia was not right. Thelr deliberations should 
have been kept secret. 

This doctrine is untenable even if it is charac- 
teristic. The court’s control over a juror ceases 
when the verdict has been rendered and the 
jury discharged. Certainly free men are privi- 
leged to discuss their actions and the reasons 
which prompted them to a conclusion. There 








is reason for explanations. Aside from the pub- 


lic interest in the case, why should a man not 
assure his neighbors that he applied his com- 
mon sense in reaching a decision and wetghed 
the evidence with the necessary care? 

The idea that the deliberations of a jury should 
bé secret for all time is obsolete. Secrecy is es- 
sential to the extent of compassing the ends of 
justicen. When those ends have been attained

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BY AEROPLANE TO NEW YORK. 

Of the World-Post-Dispatch offer of a $30,000 
prize for the firat aeroplane journey between New 
York and St. Louis Glenn H. Curtiss, the victor 
in the Albany-New York flight, says: “I think 
the prize will be won. It is bound to be won 
within a reasonable length of time.” 

We think so, too. We think that the New 
York-Chicago flight for which the New York 
Times and the Chicago Evening Post offer a prize 
of $25,000 will also be won. We think that this 
is the general public expectation. Now that 
Curtiss’ magnificent feat has shown the possi- 
bilities of the aeroplane, who will predict failure 
in these longer tests? 

Yet it was only eight months ago that the 
Fulton flight prize drew no aeroplane into a 
serious attempt to compete. Wright’s flight from 
Governor’s Island to Grant’s Tomb was hailed as 
a great demonstration of practical aeronautics. 
Bleriot had crossed the Channel, but not to a 
stated anchorage. Paulhan had not made his 
London-Manchester flight. Distance records in 
the air had all been made by course-circling at 
aviation meets. 

If eight months have seen such a development 
of man-flight, what may not another year wit- 
ness? 

As the crow flies, New York and St. Louis are 
about 900 miles apart, but the course will follow 
lines of usual travel. A very slight additional dis- 
tance would carry it by Cincinnati, Pittsburg 
and Harrisburg, and within a limit of 1100 miles 
an interesting route could be laid out, including 
Indianapolis, Columbus Philadelphia and many 
other large towns. 

Excepting the distance, the fact presents condi- 
tions scarcely as forbidding as thos: of the Hud- 
son flight. New Jersey is ideal flying country; 
Indiana and Illinois nearly as attractive. Through 
the mountains of Pennsylvania no large river 
course like the Hudson affects so powerfully the 
vertical air currents. A start from St. Louis 
would ordinarily promise more stable weather 
conditions than a start from New York, since 
most atmospheric disturbances move eastward; 
but the time differential would involve a serious 
loss of daylight. 

Simply multiplying Curtiss’ time by six and 
allowing for darkness, it is theoretically possible 
for a man to fly between New York and St. Louis 
in two long summer days, with an hour’s stop 
every 50 miles and eight hours’ rest at night. 
The limitations of human endurance and the 
present imperfections of the aeroplane may make 
such a record immediately uncertain, but the 
bare fact that such a feat is even mathematically 
possible is startling enough. Who shall say 
how soon daring and invention will make it a 


fact?

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HIGH STAKES. 

The railroad injunction case is set for hearing 
on its merits the first Monday in July. Advanc- 
ing it on the docket permits a hearing before 
that time. 

Meanwhile Congress is making progress with 
the railroad bill and there is promise that it will 
become a law before the injunction case can pos- 
sibly be heard and decided. The advance in 
freight rates scheduled for June 1 was made for 
the purpose of nullifying the provision of the 
railroad bill which makes approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission necessary before a 
rate can be advanced. 

The interesting point is that the railroads are 
the victims of the injunctive power instead of the 
beneficiaries, which is. the usual order. The ex- 
pected procedure was that the railroads would 
attack by injunction the power of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to approve rates. In that 
case the advanced rates would have been in force 
pending final determination of what promises to 
be long litigation. As it is the low rates will be 
in force pending judicial decision. As estimated 
in Wall street the difference between the high 
and low rates is something like half a Dillion 
dollars. The railroads will not get it, unless the 
temporary injunction is dissolved. They were 
playing for high stakes. 
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So keen is the dissatisfaction that all the Re- 
publicans may be expected to vote for the Dem- 
ocratic machine selections and all the Democrats 
for the Republican machine selections; that is 
the customary method of expressing political 
grief.

With the train- 
er, secretary, correspondents, wives of 
players, the training party of a major 
league club frequently numbers 60 per- 
sons, and in his spring tours to Cali- 
fornia Comiskey usually takes about one 
hundred on a special train. 
Invasion of the South. 
AJOR league teams are scat- 
IVI tered from Los Angeles to Jack- 
sonville, and there is scarcely a 
city or town in the South or West that 
will not receive a visit from some team 
before the season opens. The movement, 
haywvever, is more and more toward per- 
manent training camps, and against ex- 
hibition tours. Some of the teams al- 
ready have purchased grounds or se- 
cured long-term leases, and are prepar- 
ing to build baths and gymnasiums. 
Some purpose operating their training 
plants all winter and sending the young 
players drafted or purchased from mi- 
nor leagues there early in the winter 
to develop under the eye of an experti- 
enced coach, who will turn them over 
to the manager ready for play. 

The scarcity of really good players has 
compelled the movement toward these 
permanent schools for educating and 
developing players, and the business as 
an amusement enterprise has become s0 
remunerative that the returns justify 
the expense. 

The sun is shining brightly, the air 
soft and redolent of the scent of 
growing things, spikes sink into 
warm earth. Before 10 o’clock thirty 
or more men, let loose from the snow 
drifts of the North and a long winter 
of inactivity, race out onto the open 
field for the first time and begin 
throwing a dozen balls around. 

The veterans, chary regarding their 
arms, throw with slow, long-arm 
swings, while the youngsters, proud 
possessors of “strong whips,” begin 
to throw harder and harder. The 
crack of the ball against gloves beats 
a steady tattoo above which the 
warning shouts of the manager rise: 

“Save some of that ginger—you’ll 
need it in a couple of days.” 

For an hour the players warm up, 
throwing, sunning éasily, scooping 
balfs. The warmth tempts them to 
greater efforts, but experience warns 
them to resist. Suddenly the “high- 
low” game starts. 

Ever Try High-Low. 

“High-low” isn’t a game, properly 
speaking; it is a torture. It is the 
ball player’s invention for torment- 
ing the body and limbering the 
muscles. It looks simple, almost 


i childish, but it is one of the greatest 


conditioning exercises ever invented. 
The game consists {In throwing the 
ball shori distances either just- too 
high, just too low, or just too far to 
the right or left for the victim to 
reach it without a sudden movement, 
leap or dive. Half a dozen men play 
at once, and the principal skill lies 
in. looking at the top of Jones’ head 
and throwing the ball at Smith’s feet. 
It looks easy, but outsiders who at- 
tempt to stay in the circle fall ex- 
hausted in five minutes trying to hold 
the pace. 

By noon the individual players are be- 
ginning to drop out of the groups, and 
start some form of exercise designed to 
fit their own needs, slow running, gym- 
nastic exercises, or some like hobby. One 
o’clock comes. The players, dripping 
with perspiration in heavy flannels and 
sweaters, have forgotten time, and some 
of them have forgotten caution. The 
ball cracks harder against the gloves. 
They are hard at work—playing. 

“Everyone run in,” orders the mana- 
ger, and before the words are out of his 
mouth a line wheels across the field, 
straggles out the gate, and starts on the 
tong jog through town to the bath house, 
perhaps two miles away. For half an 
hour they jostle, slap, and scramble 
around under the showers, throw them- 
selves down, one after another, for a 
hurried massage by the overworked 
trainer, dress rapidly and are off to 
dinner. 

“Nothing doing this afternoon,” says 
the manager—and the first day’s train- 
ing is over. 

After dinner that evening Jenks, the 
star pitcher, cautiously flexes his ‘‘sal- 
ary wing’ and remarks to Bjornsen: 
“I don’t think she’s going to be so very 
sore."" By ten o'clock all the players 
except the Interested recruit from a 
country town are in bed, and insistent 
calls for the trainer from half a dozen 
rooms prove that the athletes already 
are feeling the effects of the first day.

Edmond V. — Picard, Retiring

NEW YORK, June 2.—It was news in 
racing circles here today that Edmond 
Veil Picard, one of the best-known fig- 
ures on the French turf, has decided 
to give up his famous racing stud. 

The reasons which Picard gives for his 
decision are of interest to American 
racing men.

BEARS IN WHEAT 
GUNTROL PRICES 
IN LATE MARKET 


Bull News Is Ignored When 
Chicago Prices Drop 
Off Rapidly. 





After rising sharply in the early trad- 
ing, wheat made a complete “right about 
face,’’ dropped—off rapidly, and closed 
with materia! losses scored for the day. 

Corn, on the other hand, showed stub- 
born strength, and closed firm after los- 
ing a part of a rather pronounced ad- 
vance. 

A drive against wheat prices in Chi- 
cago was the disturbing infiuence, and 
in its face all other news development 
which, on the whole, were bullfsh, were 
ignored. Prices closed around the low 
point, with’ market sentiment badly 
mixed. 

The trade was much interested in 
the over-night Chicago gossip reporting 
the Armour interests as open buyers of 
2,000,000 downs after the market’s close 
Wednesday, and extremely bearish ut- 
terances by their leading member. 

Market opinion, however, was that the 
purchase was made to influence early 
sentiment, and permit the interested firm 
to cover tne last of its outstanding short 
contract. 

The rise in the Chicago market in the 
face of reported early heavy selling by 
Armour brokers strengthened their be- 
lief. 

Chicago reported 50,000 bu of No. 1 
Northern wheat sold c. i. f., Buffalo, for 
shipment to Chicago. 

The Price Current says: Weather 
too cool for crop advancement. “Un- 
favorable for corn. Hessian fly in 
sections of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, 
causing apprehension. General pros- 
pect somewhat lowered. Western 
packing of hogs this week 475,000 
against 485,000 last week and 385,000 
last year. 

“From March 1 total is 4,865,000 
against 6,345,000 last year. 

Minneapolis received 137 cars of wheat 
against 141 last week, and 102 last year. 
Duluth had 14, last week 29, last year 7. 
Winnipeg had 97, against 32 last year. 

Minneapolis wired: ‘Cash demand fair, 
with flour sales reported good, but com- 
petition among millers keen. Prices do 
not allow much profit. Inquiries for 
flour numerous, but wanted on basis of 
low prices made on the break.” 

Winnipeg wired: ‘‘Frost all over Mani- 
toba last night, with snow at Alberta, 
the heaviest in years. Calgary reported 
six inches of snow, and Swift Current 
four inches.’’ 

Liverpool markets were strong and 
higher following our advance here and 
predictions of light Argentine  ship- 
ments. Indian and Russian offers from 
first hands were firmer and the French 
official crop report below expectations. 
Liverpool cargoes are ofefred freely but 
at an advance and a large part of ar- 
rivals are being directed to continent 
which is bidding freely. 

Antwerp wheat closed 1c higher, Ber- 
lin I%c higher, and Budapest %c down. 
Liverpool July closed 1%d higher and 
September 1%d higher. 

Argentine shipments for the week are 
estimated at 480,000 bu. 

The Northwestern Miller says: ‘‘Min- 
neapolis flour output last week de- 
creased 23,870 barrels, the total being 
271,17) barrels and last year 265,935 bar- 
rels.
